SCRIP  USED  BY  DANIEL  BOONE

Steve  Cawood  is  an  avid  student  of  Kentucky  history.  If  a  good  “scrip 
tale”  is  discovered  in  his  research  he  is  always  eager  to  share  the 
information  with  his  fellow  scriptors.  One  such  story  was  passed  to  me 
in  1999.  It  deals  with  probably  the  earliest  use  of  scrip  in  Kentucky  and 
by  one  of  the  states  legendary  personalities:  Daniel  Boone. 

While  reading  what  is  considered  as  the  best  biography  of  Daniel  Boone 
by  John  Mack  Faragher,  titled  “Daniel  Boone”,  the  noted  Kentucky 
historian  describes  Boone’s  life  during  his  fifties  and  sixties.  This  period 
covers  from  1780  to  1790.  Boone  operated  as  a  trader  at  Limestone 
(Maysville)  Kentucky.  Faragher  writes,  “He  (Boone)  used  scrip,  issued 
by  a  Louisville  trader,  backed  by  beaver  skins”,  P.  237.  His  principal 
shipments  east  seem  to  have  been  ginseng  (sang  -  as  much  as  15  tons  at  a 
time!),  and  horses  bred  in  Kentucky.  He  describes  Boone  as  a  “militia 
sutter”,  P.  236,  housing  troops  of  George  Rogers  Clark  and  various 
Indians,  as  well,  for  whom  he  billed  the  Virginia  government  for  both 
their  lodging  and  supplies.  According  to  Steve,  “Apparently  particularly 
in  later  years,  a  principal  buyer/creditor  of  Boone’s  was  Thomas  Hart  at 
Hagerstown,  P.  262. 

What  kind  of  scrip  did  Daniel  Boone  use  in  the  early  Kentucky 
territory?  Was  it  metal  or  paper?  No  hitherto  information  is  available 
at  this  time.  However  Faragher’s  sources  refers  to  this  currency  as 
“beaver  scrip”,  found  in  a  promissory  note  file  of  Boone’s  dated 
12/16/1786,  miscellaneous  manuscripts,  box  4  in  the  Archibald 
Henderson  Collection  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  pp  397  &  363. 
If  anyone  has  any  information  at  to  the  type  of  scrip  used  by  Daniel 
Boone,  send  you  information  in  for  future  expansion  of  this  story.  To 
this  date  Steve  has  never  found  any  of  the  “beaver  scrip”.  Has  anyone 
been  fortunate  to  find  anything  about  Daniel  Boone’s  scrip? _

INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  MAKING  FOILS 

By:  Crawford  Blakeman,  Sr. 

While  there  are  several  ways  to  make  a  foil,  some  requiring  a 
moderate  amount  of  equipment,  they  can  also  be  simply  made.  Good 
foils  are  needed  by  the  New  Finds  Editor  to  get  the  proper  information 
for  publication  and  in  order  that  the  NSCA  have  a  nice  permanent 
record  to  refer  back  to  when  needed.  I  have  made  thousands  of  foils 
using  only  aluminum  foils  and  an  eraser.  Eberhard  Faber  #  400  eraser 
works  fine,  although  most  pencil  erasers  will  do.  I  use  a  medium  weight 
aluminum  foil.  The  lightweight  foils  make  the  finest  impressions,  but  are 
not  nearly  as  durable  as  heavier  foils.  Always  remember  to  fold  the 
bright  side  of  the  foil  around  the  token.  Placing  the  foil  in  a  2  X  2-paper 
holder  with  all  pertinent  information  will  be  much  appreciated. _
